TOPEKA, Kan. (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford told the Kansas leg­ 
islature today he will propose 
an energy-related tax rebate to 
help farm ers and pledged, “ I 
will not let American agricul­ 
ture run out of gas.” 
In an address prepared for 
the joint session in the state 
capitol, Ford said that “as long 
as I am President, the Ameri­ 
can farm er will receive the fuel 
he needs to do his job.”

NEGOTIATION AND THE 
“CORRELATION OF FORCE“ 
Mr. Paul Nitze, former Deputy Secretary of Defense and 
a.member of the U.S. SALT delegation from 1969 to 1974, 
hftd a few things to say recently about Soviet negotiating 
ta c tic s as they reflect the Soviet view of the world. 
tn the January 24 edition of the Wall Street Journal, 
Nitze described some of the tactics used by the Soviet 
negotiating team at the SALT talks in Helsinki. The U.S. 
delegation offices were spied upon from an adjacent 
building; the Soviets 
endeavored to get U.S. team 
members drunk; in the substantive negotiations they used 
words in other than their normally accepted sense, ex­ 
ploited nuances in language, employed endless repetition, 
shifted the subject of negotiation from one field to another, 
ai$ used the excuse of higher authority to constantly 
change their negotiation position. Constantly, they sought 
to extract the last possible advantage and concession from 
the United States. 
All of these tactics, according to Nitze, stemmed from a 
basic Soviet premise called the “correlation of forces.” 
“In this term, they include the aggregate of all the 
forces 
bearing 
upon 
the 
situation 
— 
including 
psychological, political, and economic factors. Soviet 
officials took the view that the correlation of forces had 
been moving and would continue to move in their favor. 
They deduced from this the proposition that even though 
we might, at a given time, believe their proposals to be one 
sided and inequitable, realism would eventually bring us 
to accept at least the substance of them.” 
Nitze is saying that the Soviets believe they are winning 
the world struggle, and unless something changes their 
minds, arms control agreements which significantly 
lessen the burden on the U.S. are impossible. The Soviets 
will go on pressing us for every tactical and strategic 
advantage on the premise that there really isn’t much we 
can do about it. 
It is simply not possible to deal with Russia if we project 
an image of weakness. “Ambng the factors which affected 
the Soviet view of the trend in the correlation of forces,” 
writes Nitze, “was their assessment of the political unity, 
strength and will of the United States.” 
Somehow, the U.S. must start acting in ways which will 
cause the Soviet Union to become less confident in its 
ultimate world victory. That, we would say, is the primary 
task of the Ford-Kissinger foreign policy.

STOP THE MURDER 
IN AMERICA 
According to the FBI, the murder rate in the U.S. cities 
has more than doubled during the last 10 years. A Detroit- 
born resident, for example, has a one-in-28 chance of dying 
violently. It is little wonder millions of America’s citizens 
are fearful for their lives when they walk their city’s 
streets. 
Although the general economic decline of the Nation — 
and its accompanying frustrations — no doubt is a factor 
in the rise of violent crime, we are convinced there are 
other important root causes that can more easily be dealt 
with by an aroused citizenry. 
Apologists for the television and movie industries not­ 
withstanding, we are convinced that the daily fare of 
violent shows fed to impressionable viewers is one im­ 
portant clue to this minder mystay. a noted professor of 
psychology at Loyola University, Roderick W. Pugh, says ir 
a Chicago Tribune interview that ‘It is my impression as a 
psychologist that the more people see people getting shot, 
stubbed, wiped out, the less inhibition they have against 
doing it.” 
The director of the Center for Research in Criminal 
Justice at the University of Illinois, Hans Mattick, adds in 
the Tribune article that the real problem is the unrealistic 
nature of violence in the media rather than the violence 
itself. “You see plenty of violence,” says Mattick, “but not 
the disgusting, repulsive, repellent side of it — the 
splattered brains, the ugly, bluish bullet hole in the 
forehead, the victim losing control of his bladder.” 
Too many citizens also have developed an un­ 
cooperative, even cavalier, attitude toward murder. 
Detroit homicide detectives report they periodically get 
calls from citizens asking how many murders have oc­ 
curred during a given period because they are betting in 
office pools on the final number. Homicide detectives also 
regularly go through the frustration of trying to in­ 
vestigate barroom killings, only to find all potential wit­ 
nesses claiming they were in the bathroom or phone booth 
during the killing. 
Each of us has a stake in making our streets and homes 
safer. To do so, among other things we must cooperate 
fully whenever we have witnessed a crime. We mast also 
bear down on the TV and motion picture industry to reduce 
movie violence. Those aren’t the only answers to stopping 
murder in American — but they’re a good start.

It has shown how 
closely the economic life of the 
country is tied to the railroads. 
The sporadic car shortages which 
have occurred emphasize the 
need for action on proposed-

before Congress, specifically the 
Surface Transportation Act, to 
implement further improvement 
in the nation’s transport system. 
Steps that have been taken by 
the nation’s railroads to move 
record volumes of freight are 
impressive in terms of both size 
and effectiveness. The rails in 
1972 spent nearly $1.24 billion on 
improved plant and equipment.

private car companies added 
more than 50,000 units to the 
nation’s freight car fleet. Nearly 
7,000

thousands of additional such cars 
were on order for 1974. Total rail 
freight movement set a record of 
more than 780 billion ton-miles in 
1974, and it is likely that new 
records will be chalked up in the 
coming years with monotonous 
regularity. 
Looking 
to the future, 
the 
president of the Association of 
American Railroads has said, “to 
provide the kind of service that 
will be needed, the industry must 
modernize and consolidate ter­ 
minal facilities, 
and it must 
develop improved signals and 
communications 
systems

more facilities for trailers and 
containers. Then, of course, some 
railroads must buy more rolling 
stock.” He points out that many 
railroads won’t be able to afford 
this kind of investment unless 
they have the help of the loan

Act. It should be kept in mind that 
only a few years ago the massive 
transport demand of 1972 would

The 
program 
has 
been so 
successful since it began this fall, 
says Barry, “the answer may be 
to let the grade schoolers explain 
the

adults.” 
Eleven 
educational 
films 
available on loan from TESCO 
division 
libraries 
help 
to 
fam iliarize 
students 
with 
challenges of energy. In addition, 
books on nuclear power keyed to 
various 
grade 
levels, 
with 
illustrated booklets for classroom 
use, 
have been distributed. 
TESCO is currently developing 
posters for classroom display 
explaining the company’s power 
plant fuel program. 
With assistance from Texas 
Christian University education 
department consultants, 
the 
company has developed two films 
with grade school students in 
mind, “The Energy Story,” and 
“Working at the Electric Com­ 
pany,” a career opportunities 
program. A more sophisticated 
career opportunities package was 
assembled 
for 
high 
school 
students. 
Some 78 “Energy Environment 
Games," developed by the Edison 
Electric 
Institute, 
have 
been 
placed in schools throughout the 
system. The game, played in five 
classroom sessions, is an exercise 
in 
power 
plant 
siting, 
with 
students assigned roles-eompany 
executive, 
environm entalist, 


businessman-which they carry 
throughout the game. 
These and other educational 
methods are implementing the 
TESCO energy message, which is 
apparently coming through loud 
and clear for Texas students.

GOVERNMENT URGES 
BUSINESS 
TO CONTINUE 
ENERGY SAVING 
Industrial firms achieved about 
a five per cent reduction of energy 
use per unit of output during the 
four months October 1973 to 
January 1974, according to a 
recently released Department of 
Commerce report. 
In a letter to 43,000 business 
leaders, 
Sec. 
of Commerce 
Frederick B. Dent and Federal 
Energy Administrator John C. 
Sawhill stated: 
“We have arrived at a turning 
point. While the gas lines and 
im m ediate 
shortages 
have 
abated, a protracted hot summer 
or an unexpected interruption of 
supplies, could deplete our fuel 
stocks for next winter.” 
The letter urged “maximum 
business efficiency of energy use” 
and said this would be “profitable 
as well as patriotic.” 
As examples of the response to 
a similar appeal last January the 
letter summarized the energy 
management 
results 
of 
nine 
representative companies, with 
typical savings reported in excess 
of 20 per cent and occasionally 
exceeding 50 per cent. 
In one instance, three months 
savings 
in kilowatt hours of 
electricity by one company was 
enough to provide power for a 
residential community of 50,000 
for an equal period of time.

Malik Active in Spy Work

WASHINGTON — The irascible 
Soviet ambassador to the United 
Nations, Yakov Malik, is active 
behind 
the 
scenes 
in Soviet 
espionage. 


U.S. intelligence files tie him to 
the Soviet spy network at the 
United Nations. “The activities of 
both iegals’ and ‘illegals’ have 
passed 
over 
his 
desk,” 
in­ 
telligence 
sources 
tell 
us. 
“Legals” are spies with formal 
diplomatic status; “illegals” are 
clandestine opperatives. 


Only once during his U.N. 
years, the files reveals, has Malik 
shown his hand. This was an 
impulsive, imprudent reaction to 
a 1971 New York Times story 
identifying 
a 
popular 
U.N. 
secretariat 
official, 
Vladimir 
Pavlichenko, as a “veteran of­ 
ficer” of the Soviet secret police. 


Pavlichenko was not only a 
valuable Soviet agent but a close 
associate of Malik. 
The files 
contain 
detailed 
accounts 
of 
Palichenko’s KGB activities while 
he was posing as a U.N. employe. 
The New York Times revelation 
caused Malik to overreact, 
recalled a source with direct 
knowledge of the case. Angrily, 
Malik fired off two protests to the 
State Department and also got 
U.N. Secretary-General U Thant 
to complain. Not long afterward, 
Pavlichenko, 
his 
usefulness 
impaired, was discreetly called 
home . The Soviets were far more 
successful 
with 
a 
prominent 
Bolivian envoy to the U.N. the 
files show. The diplomat was 
recruited by the KGB in Bolivia, 
wangled on assignment to the 
U.N. and then, as a paid KGB 
agent, helped to enlist other Latin 
Americans in the Soviet spy 
appratus. 
All Soviet citizens who are 
employed 
by 
the U.N. 
are 
prepared for the job and regularly 
debriefed by the KGB. Some are 


merely informants, but others are 
actual KGB agents and “co- 
optees." 
the intelligence com­ 
munity’s term for contract spies. 
The 
Soviet agents 
and 
in­ 
formants at th U.N. are handled 
on a day-to-day basis, we are told, 
by the top KGB official in New 
York City who is called the 
“residentura.” 
But Malik has a 
formidable, overall role. 
The 
world’s 
most 
tangled 
espionage web has the Kremlin at 
its center. The Soviet spy system 
is, in effect, a dizzy geometric 
design of spy rings within spy 
rings. The emphasis, of course, is 
upon deception. 
It is difficult, therefore, to trace 
Malik’s 
spy 
career. 
The 
in­ 
telligence files show he began as a 
stool pigeon for the Soviet secret 
police, the NKVD, in the mid- 
1930’s when he attended the 
Institute 
of 
Diplomatic 
and 
Consular Employes. 
He reportedly remained an 
active 
agent 
to 
Soviet 
in­ 
telligence as he moved up in 1937 
to become the deputy press chief 
of the Commissariat for Foreign 
Affairs. Two years later, he was 
dispatched to the Soviet embassy 
in Japan with the diplomatic rank 
of 
counselor. 
But 
American 
agents quickly spotted him, ac­ 
cording to our sources, as an in­ 
telligence specialist. 
Promoted to ambassador, he 
remained in Japan during World 
War II and immediately after the 
war. Then he was brought home to 
Moscow where in 1947 he became 
an operational espionage official. 
The files show he was appointed 
deputy chairman of the Komitet 
Informatsii, or the KI as it was 
called, which as the parent head 
of both the KGB secret police and 
GRU military intelligence. 
Malik gave up his formal KI 
post in 1951, the files affirm, 
which places him in the center of 
the secret police terror during 
some of the bloodiest years of the 
late dictator Joseph Stalin. 
While Malik was still a top 
man in the KI, he was tran­ 
sferred to the U. N. as the Soviet 
delegate in 1948 and remained 
until Stajin’s death in 1953. He 


served thereafter as ambassador 
to Britain and then deputy foreign 
minister in Moscow, although the 
files indicate he actively kept up 
his intelligence associations. 


In 1958, he was named per­ 
manent 
U.N. 
envoy, 
which 
provides sheep’s clothes for one of 
Russia’s 
most 
sharp-toothed 
wolves. He is fond, this graduate 
of Stalin’s 
secret 
police ap­ 
paratus, 
of 
taking 
the 
U.N. 
podium and branding his in­ 
ternational 
adversaries 
as 
“murderers and gangsters.” 


The files list Malik’s closest 
associates 
in the intelligence 
world. Among them are the top 
woman operative, Y.D. Modr- 
zhinskaya, once assistant chiefof 
Russia’s overseas intelligence- 
gathering directorate, and her 
husband who was a lieutenant 
colonel 
in 
the 
assassination 
department, variously 
called 
“Special Bureau Number One,” 
“Department 13” and “ Wet 
Affairs.” 
Also close to Malik have been 
the KI’s “James 
Bond” equip­ 
ment specialist A. Tishkov; KI 
bigwigs P.V. Fedotov, S. L. Tihk- 
vinski and S.K. Savchenko; and 
former spies in the United States 
who became KI officials, A.I. 
Raina, 
A.V. 
Gorsky 
and 
V. 
Zarubin. 
Another Malik associate, ac­ 
cording to the files, was the famed 
LI. Agayants, who was once in 
charge 
of 
spreading 
false 
strategic information to confuse 
U.S. 
intelligence and who is 
credited in Moscow with helping 
to pry France loose from NATO. 
At Soviet U.N. headquarters, we 
were unable to reach Malik, but 
his 
press 
spokesman, 
Leonid 
Romonov, told us: “It would be 
undoubtedly better and more 
useful if such an 
experienced 
columist as Mr. Anderson did not 
address himself to insignificant 
and unfounded topics but directed 
his attention and used his talents 
to cover the problems of lessening 
international 
tension 
and 
developments of relations bet­ 
ween the Soviet Union and the 
United States.”

NEGOTIATION AND THE 
“CORRELATION OF FORCE” 
Mr. Paul Nitze, former Deputy Secretary of Defense and 
a member of the U.S. SALT delegation from 1969 to 1974, 
hfcd a few things to say recently about Soviet negotiating 
tactics as they reflect the Soviet view of the world. 
In the January 24 edition of the Wall Street Journal, 
Nitze described some of the tactics used by the Soviet 
negotiating team at the SALT talks in Helsinki. The U.S. 
delegation offices were spied upon from an adjacent 
building; the Soviets 
endeavored to get U.S. team 
members drunk; in the substantive negotiations they used 
words in other than their normally accepted sense, ex­ 
ploited nuances in language, employed endless repetition, 
shifted the subject of negotiation from one field to another, 
and used the excuse of higher authority to constantly 
change their negotiation position. Constantly, they sought 
to extract the last possible advantage and concession from 
the United States. 
All of these tactics, according to Nitze, stemmed from a 
basic Soviet premise called the “correlation of forces.’’ 
“In this term, they include the aggregate of all the 
forces 
bearing 
upon 
the 
situation 
— 
including 
psychological, political, and economic factors. Soviet 
officials took the view that the correlation of forces had 
been moving and would continue to move in their favor. 
They deduced from this the proposition that even though 
we might, at a given time, believe their proposals to be one 
sided and inequitable, realism would eventually bring us 
to accept at least the substance of them.’’ 
Nitze is saying that the Soviets believe they are winning 
the world struggle, and unless something changes their 
minds, arms control agreements which significantly 
lessen the burden on the U.S. are impossible.

I can honestly 
say that I am in pretty good 
health, particularly in refer­ 
ence to diet. I will say, how­ 
ever, I am not very careful in 
reference to rain, cold and 
snow, having spent some bad 
days playing, officiating and 
coaching.

budgeting, the student should be 
able to fill out the rest.” he says. 
The average cost for a year at 
UMR is estimated at $2,560, 
although many students get by on 
less. 
Usually about one-foruth on the 
UMR students in any given year 
ask for some sort of help. Last 
year the financial aids office 
processed 
almost 
2,000 
ap­ 
plications, an increase over the 
past few years. This year an even 
higher percentage of the student 
body has asked for help. “ The 
office staff tries to come up with a 
balanced financial program to 
help the student. Sometimes all 
they really need is a little help on 
budgeting, or a short-term loan to 
tide them over," Pendergrass 
says. 
Sometimes they need more. 
Last year scholarships, grants 
and loans totaling a bout $1,087,933 
were processed by the office. Of 
this, 1,153 loans adding up to 
$428,602 were made by UMR. In 
addition, many students borrow 
from private lenders under the 
federally insured guaranteed loan 
fund 
which 
defers 
interest 
charges 
and 
repayment until 
after graduation. 
The first step for a student 
seeking 
financial 
help 
is 
to 
establish need, a procedure which 
varies for different programs. In 
general, need must be established 
for federal and state aid, but is not 
always required for privately 
funded programs. 
Many 
outright 
grants 
are 
available to the student who can 
show 
need. 
The 
Missouri 
educational 
grant 
program 
provides a maximum of $274 a 
year at UMR. It is administered 
by the Missouri Commission of 
Higher Education which does its 
own needs analysis. 
The 
basic 
educational 
op­ 
portunity grant (federal) can 
provide up to $800 per year. The 
amount of this award is deter­ 
mined by the federal government 
and an independent agency, with 
the university serving as ad­ 
ministrator. 
Another federal program, the 
supplemental 
educational 
op­ 
portunity grant, is administered 
by the UMR office, along with 
matching funds in the form of 
scholarships, grants and such. 
All of these are renewable 
annually. In addition, there are 
many privately funded and 
university 
scholarships 
and 
grants available. These range 
from $50 to $1,000 -- and they’re 
usually all in use.

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
you have sighed and sweated 
over your income tax return, 
you don’t want it bounced back 
to you because of simple mis­ 
takes. 
Some precautions: 
Read the directions carefully 
before you begin. 
Check the arithmetic. The In-. 
ternal Revenue Service does it 
automatically on all returns 
and reports that bobbles in ad­ 
dition and subtraction are the 
most common source of errors. 
Be sure the W-2 form (or 
forms, if you had more than 
one employer) are attached. 
Be sure you sign the return 
— even if you had a profes­ 
sional prepare it — and that 
your spouse also signs, if it is a 
joint return. 
But don’t fret overmuch. Mis­ 
takes in arithemetic and ob­ 
vious goofs — such as taking 
the wrong figure for personal 
exemption — do not ordinarily 
trigger audits. In all probabil­ 
ity, if you made such a mis­ 
take, you’ll simply get a notice 
in the mail assessing more or 
less tax, as the case may be.

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
you have sighed and sweated 
over your income tax return, 
you don’t want it bounced back 
to you because of simple mis­ 
takes. 
Some precautions: 
Read the directions carefully 
before you begin. 
Check the arithmetic. The In­ 
ternal Revenue Service does it 
automatically on all returns 
and reports that bobbles in ad­ 
dition and subtraction are the 
most common source of errors. 
Be sure the W-2 form (or 
forms, if you had more than 
one employer) are attached. 
Be sure you sign the return 
— even if you had a profes­ 
sional prepare it — and that 
your spouse also signs, if it is a 
joint return. 
But don’t fret overmuch. Mis­ 
takes in arithemetic and ob­ 
vious goofs — such as taking 
the wrong figure for personal 
exemption — do not ordinarily 
trigger audits. In all probabil­ 
ity, if you made such a mis­ 
take, you’ll simply get a notice 
in the mail assessing more or 
less tax, as the case may be. 
IRS has made some minor 
modifications in the 
return 
form which, it says, should re­ 
duce the frequency of some er­ 
rors. 
If you need advice from the 
IRS about some special prob­ 
lem, call early, before the 
crush that develops as the April 
15 filing deadline approaches. 
It is always a good idea to 
file as early as you can, espe­ 
cially if you expect a refund. 
Last year, IRS says, tax­ 
payers who filed by about Feb. 
1 got their refunds in approxi­ 
mately four to five weeks; for 
those who filed later, the time 
stretched out to eight or ten 
weeks. 
But what if you’ve been ill, or 
out of town, or have had 
trouble getting your records to­ 
gether, or for any other reason 
it looks as though you will not 
be able to complete your return 
by April 15? 
There is no cause for panic. 
A taxpayer in this pickle may 
file IRS form 4848 for an auto­ 
matic two-month extension of 
filing time. It may not be en­ 
tirely free, but it need not cost 
mud). 
With the form, the taxpayer 
must make his best estimate of 
the tax he owed, and pay any 
balance. If, when the return ul­ 
timately is completed and filed, 
it turns out that the taxpayer 
has paid 90 per cent or more of 
what he owes, there is no pen­ 
alty — only interest at 6 per 
cent a year of the unpaid 
amount, if any.
